CURIOUS 
MOUNDS 


Built Many Years 
Ago on Summit 
of Mountain 


A trip up Toby creek ie very interest- 
ing at all seasons, although it may not 
appear as a pleasure to the prospector 
with @ pack on his back, but to the tour- 
tet who rides on the hurricane deck of a 
vayuse it ie very interesting, especially 
ifhe be a tenderfoot and the cayuse is 
‘Yon to it’’, or if the pilgrim choses to 
drive then he has both pleasure and 
ecenery unsurpassed. To get to the 
phenomena, if it may be eo designated, 
to be described, the traveler must wind 
hie way eleven miles over a good wagon 
road up Toby creck to Pinehuret and 
thence, leaving the main road, up the 
Paradiee mins road nine miles over a 10 
per cent grade. Passing the Paradise 
wine buildinge a trail ie followed about 
awile upthe basin to the Silver Belt 
mine. Here he must climb up the steep 
side of the mountain for nearly 800 feet 
witb no trail to moet of the way follow 
to the summit, where the ‘sea of moun- 
taine’’ show up in all the magnificence 
describable. 

The summit here is, perhaps, 150 feet 
across. Here the Silver Crown mineral 
claim ie situated aud on either side the 
two big ledges crop out distinctly, upon 
which eome work bas beendone. The 
traveler will observe that thie summit 
is ulmost level and sees peering through 
the earth, which is some two feet deep, 
smooth stones placed in circles about 
three feet acroes and each circle about 
six feet apart, and so exact in distances 
that there dvea not appear to be the 
slightest fraction discernible to the 
casual observer; of these there ure about 
thirty-five. At the east end is a large 
circle or mound raised some eighteen 
inches above the ground, and at the 
westend a similar one apparently hae 
been in existence but is now fallen into 
decay. These larger mounds are located 
on each of the ledges already referred ta 
The stoves which form these circles 
have evidently been taken from these 
ledgee as they resemble the ledge rock 
in appearance, and have been worn 
emooth by the wear of time aud the 
elements.

GAM E WARDEN HERE 


Offers to Assist in Forming a Game 
District of Columbia Riding 


Provincial fame Warden Williams arrived on the 
stage Monday from Victoria to look into the report of the 
Stoney Indians coming over from Alberta to hunt along 
the headwaters of Kootenay river. Tuesday he visited The 
Outcrop office and in the course of a pleasant conversation 
said that he had abandoned his trip to the Kootenay as his 
enquiries led him to believe he could accomplish no good 
by making the trip at present. He said that from all he 
could learn there was only positive khowledge of one 
Stoney having come over and he had done no shooting but 
came asa guide. Yet it was reported other Stoneys had 
been in the Kuotenay and he had no doubt but the report 
was true and they would come again. He aaid that as the 
Stoneys had to be in Alberta to get their treaty money on 
September z9th they would not be back again for 10 or 15 
days and as his time was very valuable at this season he 
could not remain here so long atime. Mr. Williams said 
there was a police station on the Alberta side of the range 
but it was possible for the Stoneys to slip by it, and he be- 
lieved if a few of them were caught and made an example 
of there would be an end to all trouble with the Stoneys 
coming into Kootenay. 

Mr. Williams said that it was up to the people here to 
act if they really want ty preserve the game of which he 
had been led to believe there was an abundance, All they 
had to do was get together and pass a resolution asking the 
Legislature to create Columbia riding a game district and 
the request would be granted. A salaried deputy game 
warden would be appointed, paid by the Government, and 
the Indians would be put on the same footing as the white 
men. Henoticed coming along the road that the Indians 
here had some of the best land he had seen in British Col- 
umbia, and argued they were not entitled to slaughter any 
more game than white men, as they paid no taxes and had 
many other privileges. He thought our game was too 
valuable to be allowed to be exterminated, and the Indians 
should know as well as the white men that it is better to 
now limit the number to be killed each year and always 
have some game than to shoot them all in a year or two. 

Mr. Williams offered his assistance if the people in the 
valley willdo their part and forward resolutions to create 
this a game district, and pointed out that this year in 
Lillooet over $25,000 will be left with the trades people 
and guides by sportmen, and mentioned numerous cases of 
these men investing thousands of dollars in real estate and 
mines as a result of their coming to British Columbia.
